“ General, a Man of Learning. His Stile fhews he was 
well acquainted with the Hiftorians, whole Man- 
ner 
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ner of Narriation he imitates. He muft, likewift haye 
been long in Holland ; becaufe he familiarizes many 
Dvtch Terms, and ufes them as if they were common.

all others, ought not to have aed in that Manner. Our 
Historian had faid fomething more, and perhaps given 


an Hint at the Perfons, and their Motives; but the 
‘ Prince took fuch Care to blot out this Paffage, that it is 


impoffible to find any Meaning in it.
